This policy dates back to Secre- 


tary of State Thomas Jefferson, who 
declared: 
"We surely cannot deny to any 


nation that right whereon our own 
government is founded, that every- 
cne may govern itseli according to 
"whatever form it 
pleases, and 


change these forms at its own will." 


Jefferson 
adopted the 
policy 


known as the de facto theory, ^s 
opposed to the theory of dynastic 
legitimacy followed in the middle 
fcges and from {he sixteenth to the 
eighteenth centuries. 


When the 
French 
revolution 


gave France a new government, 
Jefferson instructed the American 
minister in Paris in 1792: 
"It accords with our principles 


to acknowledge any government to 
be rightful which is formed by the 
will of the nation, substantially de- 
clared." 


The state department followed 


Jefferson's policy to the letter for 
over half-a-century. The American 
Civil war, however, inculcated in 
the department greater reluctance 
to recognize governments risen from 
revolution. 


However, in the present century 


recognition generally has been ac- 
corded after it was shown that the 
de facto government possessed the 
machinery of the state, encountered 
no substantial resistance, and WPS 
in> position to fulfill all its interna- 
tional obligations and responsibili- 
ties.

cessary for a declaration of war, 
however, in case of attack, or im- 
mediately threatened attack, upon 
the United States or its possessions. 
Neither would a referendum be 
held if any non-American nation 
attacked or threatened to attack 
any country in the western hemis- 
phere. 


Senator LaFollette (P-Wis.), one

was not all one-sided. In this par- 
ticular case, the employing com- 
pany had endeavored to interfere 
with self-organization of employes 
and had in fact employed a labor 
spy. The supreme court found this 
to be a fact Worker* grow bitter 
and angry beyond description when 
someone is hired to spy on their 
meetings secretly and to report 
who participates. That a provoca- 
tion to a sit-down strike may have 
been present is not denied by the 
supreme court's opinion, but its 
essence is that two wrongs do not 
make a right and that it does not 
promote the peaceful settlement of 
disputes to condone illegality or vi- 
olence in any form. 


The supreme court points out al- 


so that the workers had their 
chance to prosecute the employer

down strike occurred. 


Historic Precedent

The court 
holds that the right of discharge is 
absolute and that any employer can 
discharge his employes at any time 
and for any reason except one—the 
quitting of work as a direct conse- 
quence of a labor dispute in which 
the withdrawal from work is law- 
fully consummated and the griev- 
ances are lawfully presented. 


Right of Discharge 


What the supreme court said in 
the opinion rendered by Justice 
Stone, concurring with him, was 
that the right of discharge has not 
been limited by the Wagner act

As ma"crs stand today, employes \ 


wjll be cautious to engage in "sit-' 
down" strikes or to do anything j 
else illegal while engaged in a 
strike otherwise started and con- 
ducted lawfully. Illegal picketing 
or olhcr acts of violence now will 
become a basis for the refusal of 
employers lo reinstate such work- 
ers. 


The right to strike has not bee:, 


limited, but the right to do unlaw- 
ful acts during a strike has been 
denounced once more as non-exist- 
ent by the supreme court of the

LABOR FOR GERMAN* 


The effort to get German-American 


mechanics to return to Germany is Inter- 
esting. It is &aSd that Detroit, Chicago, 
Cleveland, and other industrial centers 
arc being combed for skilled workers. 
There is a special demand for automo- 
bile mechanics, 
machinists, 
engineers, 


electricians, bricklayers and carpenters. 
German agents are engaged in rounding 
up such workmen and arranging for their 
transportation to the old country. 


The men engaged are said to be guar- 


anteed jobs when they reach Germany. 
They must pay their own transportation, 
but get low rates on German ships. The 
pny, however, seems small by American 
standards, probably averaging 40 to 50 
cents an hour. That might appeal to men 
needing jobs, but the chief factor is prob- 
ably homesickness for the old country, 
or in many cases sympathy for the pres- 
ent regime. 


One of the agents employing such men 


says: "They get good quarters and all the 
privileges now enjoyed by German work- 
ers. Why should German mechanics starve 
in America when they can get good jobs 
in Germany? What is wrong in that?" 


Nothing, perhaps, if the soliciting is 


above-board and the candidates are told 
the truth. 
Otherwise there would soon 


be a lot of disillusioned German-Ameri- 
cans wishing they were back in George 
Washington's country. 


The matter is interesting to Ameri- 


cans in general because it suggests a labor 
scarcity in Germany produced by extreme 
concentration of man-power on prepara- 
tions for war.

ARCTIC COOPERATION 


The scientists aboard that Soviet ice- 


breaker drifting around in the Arctic Sea 
near the North Pole report an unexpect- 
ed "wealth of living organisms" in the 
northermost waters. 
They have found 


microscopic animal and 
vegetable life, 


which serves as food for higher life, in 
considerable abundance both on the sur- 
face and at depths of 10,000 feet. 
They 


observed a mother polar bear with two 
cubs as far. north as the eighty-fifth par- 
allel. 


All this is interesting. Peter Freuch- 


en, the Danish explorer who has written 
much about that northern region, remarks 
casually in a current magazine article 
that he expects the Arctic to be frequent- 
ed by tourists before long. It has become 
so easy to get there, in comparison with 
the long and laborious travel, mostly on 
foot, of earlier days. 


These Russian

The Rus- 
sians, according to Freuchen, are doing 
the best Arctic research of the present 
time. 
Furthermore, exploration is one 


of the few truly international activities. 
All explorers make their findings public 
at once and share them with all who are 
interested. Every exploring party has the 
experience and information of preceding 
groups to help it. It is a pity that sort 
of cooperation is not applied universally.

RENEWING FORESTS 


At an average cost of only $10 an acre, 


the forest service of the United States last 
year set out more than 140,000,000 trees 
in various National Forests in 31 states. 
These planting projects began the work of 
restoring to productivity 154,268 acres of 
deforested land. Forest service officials 
say that private planting often costs less 
than public because of the greater asses- 
sibility of the land as compared with 
many federal planting areas. Yet the 
public plantings will be worth many times 
their ^original cost in timber when the 
trees "reach maturity and will be worth 
much more in the meantime in soil and 
water conservation. 


Forest planting should be a continuous 


process. The devastation wrought by the 
New England hurricane last autumn was 
evidence of the natural hazards that for- 
ests suffer. Even worse, year in and year 
out, is the destruction of fires, too often 
caused by human carelessness. 


An earlier factor, crude and ruthless 


lumbering methods, has been greatly im- 
proved. 
Many lumber companies now 


carry on reforestation work along with 
the cutting. But we have a long way to 
go in planting trees and protecting for- 
ests before we can compensate for the 
great waste of this resource in the de- 
velopment of America.

In any event the Supreme Court 
will hear the two arguments togeth- 
er early in March. 


The New York law specifically 


exempts federal salaries from tax- 
ation but the state tax commission 
argues that O'Keefe is an employe 
of an agency that is "non-essential." 
HOLC is really a federal mortgage 
bank. 


Would Mean A Lot 


The federal government insists 
that HOLC. even though not strictly 
governmental, nevertheless is a real 
federal agency. 


The 
Government argues that 


O'Keefe could be taxed if it were 
not for the state law. 


Van Cott, out in Utah, however, 


takes the position that because he 
is a federal office holder he can't 
be taxed. 


If the Supreme Court should re- 


verse itself, thousands of state em- 
ployes would at once be subject to 
federal income taxes. And likely 
enough the states and Congress 
would lose no time opening up fed- 
eral salaries to state taxation. 


Already the house has passed a 
bill approving such taxation. 


Originally the court held such 


taxation of one by the other was a 
dangerous and unconstitutional vio- 
lation of the sovereignty of state 
and nation.

New York—"It Is all too frequently held that there Js no differene* bt-" 


tween communism and fascism," writes Harry Elmer Barnes, who could 
be thinking of these dispatches which have said as much a time or two* ' 
to the picturesque wrath of both sides. "They may be equally un-Ameii- 
'•" " says he, "and equally to be resisted, but certainly there Is a differ- ' 


cnce. In the Soviet union the benefits of dictatorial 
rule are conferred primarily on the masses. Stalin In- 
dulges in no such lavish extravagance and Roman ' 
holidays as do the nazl heirarchy in Germany. 


"Further, they differ in their attitude toward liberty. 


The fascists regard liberty as a permanent'nuisance, 
never to be tolerated. The communists at least pre- 
tend to regard liberty as an important human value9 
which has to be temporarily put into cold storage dur- 
ing the struggle to stabilize the Soviet union. Wheth- 
er the communists ever will render more than lip str- 
vice to democracy and liberty remains to be seen, but 
the fascists do not even give lip service." 


But earlier in the same piece Mr. Barnes notes that

the Trotzky communists and other schismatics, all 


claiming to be true Marxian fundamentalists, contemptuously refer to 
the governing party in Russia and its accredited American branch as 
Stalin fascists, and he could have quoted from their arguments to the 
distress of his own contention. For the Trotzky communists, though they 
may be read out of the party or shot for dissenting, make out a, strong 
case of similarity between the na- 
tionalized or local communism of 
Stalin and the ever-more bolshevis- 
tic nazism or Adolf Hitler. It may 
be that neither is true communism, 
but that would be immaterial in a 
discussion of their mutual likeness. 
Matter of Bunting is 
A Petty Difference 


He concedes that they are both 


dictatorial, and I think the matter 
of Hitler's extravagance in bunting, 
courts of honor and all such circus 
work may be reduced to a petty 
difference hardly worth the men- 
tion by a Ph. D. There was a time 
when the Russians also rolled out 
the red carpet, beat the drums and 
blew the trumpets to hop up the 
spirit and imagination of the clods. 
Moreover, if a man is dictator he 
claims to know best, and if .Stalin 
thought it wise to do so he could 
hold big parades and Boman holi- 
days in Moscow without embar- 
rassment to his communism. Any- 
way, any time Hitler honors him- 
self with a great demonstration of 
popular affection in a setting that 
costs several million marks, that 
extravagance speeds the day when 
private ownership and capital will 
vanish utterly. 


Mr. Barnes suggests a belief that 


in Germany the benefits of the dic- 
tatorial rule are conferred not on 
the masses, as in Russia, but on the 
rich and middle class. There is a 
trap in that You are asked to con- 
cede that the masses do receive the 
benefits of the dictatorial rule m 
Russia before proceeding to inquire 
who receives them in Germany. 
But the testimony does not agree 
that th^ faceless people primarily 
receive the material benefits of the 
Russian system. Much of it holds, 
on the contrary, that they went 
through years of sacrifice and woe 
and .that now, when there are a few 
spare shoes, there are also classes 
in Russia. It may hurt to admit it, 
but the German masses have pro- 
fited as much or more in material 
things. 
Lip Service Isn't 
Much Aid to Customers 


But the kernel of the discussion as 


the wishful distinction between the 
fascist repudiation of liberty and 


the pretense of the Russian, dic- 
tatorship that liberty has been sus- 
pended only temporarily. For th« 
time being, then, as to liberty, ther« 
is nothing to choose between com- 
munism and Hitler's bolshevism 
and Dr. Barnes places greater store 
by lip service to liberty than one 
would expect of a man so highly 
learned. Experience has it that peo- 
ple get liberty only by killing those 
who deprive them of it He doesn't 
know, for ho says it remains to be 
seen, whether communists will ever 
render more than lip service to 
liberty, and that phase of his essay 
recalls with mocking irony the old 
song of the communists, "You'll 
have pie in the sky when you die."

If he 
held all of these cards there was no 
chance to make the contract If he 
held the club king, the chances were 
niL Declarer's only hope was that 
that vital king was in East's hand. If 
this were so, then the following line 
of play could not be defeated: 


On -winning the second diamond, 


the spade queen is the right play, 
but after West's refusal to win, the 
queen should be overtaken with the 
king in dummy and the club nine 
led. East then can be finessed for 
the king and with a bit of luck in 
the club distribution, declarer can 
bring home five club tricks, two dia- 
monds, a spade, and a heart West is 
powerless to kill this line of play, 
for if he wins the first spade trick, 
declarer will bring home five-odd 
by virtue of the spade suit splitting 
three-three.

Ice Box Rolls are the solution 


to a busy homemakcrs hot brea 
problems. For success in baking 
rolls, select a basic recipe, roaster 
it, then try any of the variation 
you desire. This ice box dough will 
keep perfectly in the refrigerator 
for several days. 


Here is the recipe I found most 


suitable and some of the rolls you 
can make from it. 


Ice Box Dough 


1 cake com- 
2-3 cup sugar 


pressed yeast 
1J teaspoons salt 


1} cups Iukewarm2 eggs 


water 
7* cups flour 


2-3 cup shorten- 1 cup mashed 


ing 
potatoes 


Crumble yeast, add J cup of luke- 


warm water. 
Cream shortening, 


sugar, salt and 
mashed potatoes. 


Add well beaten 
eggs and yeasl 


mixture. 
Add flour with remain- 


ing lukewarm water. 
Knead in 


bowl until dough becomes smooth. 
Let dough rise until double in bulk. 
Punch down, cover 
tightly and 


place in ice box. Use as desired. 


Parker House Rolls 


Pal or roll the dough about one- 


third inch thick, brush well with 
melted butter, cut k>lo two and one 
half inch rounds. Fold over so 
edges meet. Press together to keep 
in shape. 
Place in well greased 


pans and let rise until double in 
bulk, about one hour. Bake in a 
hot oven 400 degrees F. about 15 
minutes.

Cloverleaf Rolls 


Roll the dough into one-inch balls 


brush with melted butter and place 
three in each well greased muffin 
cup. Let rise until double in bulk 
and bake in a hot oven about 15 
minutes. 


Crescents 


Roll 
dough into round pieces 


about the size of a dinner plate 
and one fourth inch in thickness. 
Spread -with melted butter and then 
cut into three cornered pieces like 
pie. Beginning at the wide end, 
roll up to the point. Draw ends 
around into crescents. Place a lit- 
tle ways apart on well greased pans. 


Let rise until double In bulk and 
then bake In a hot oven for about 
15 or 20 min. 


Finger Rolls 


Roll dough into pieces about the 


size and shape of a finger. Brush 
each roll with melted butter and 
place on a well greased pan. Let 
rise until double in bulk and bake 
in a hot oven about 20 minutes. 


Poppyseed Horn* 


Roll dough into a round sheet 


one fourth inch thick. Spread with 
melted butter then cut from center 
to outer edge in pie shaped wedges. 
Roll over and over, stretching a lit- 
tle, from the longest side to the op- 
posite point. 
Shape into long 


straight rolls or into half moons. 
Place in greased pans, rather far 
apart, brush with beaten egg yolk 
to which a little cold water has 
teen added and sprinkle tops of 
horns with poppyseed. Set In warm 
alace to rise and when double in 
bulk bake in a hot oven 400 de- 
grees F. about 20 minutes or until 
brown and crusty.

anybody who deals with children. 
Good teachers are resourceful, quick 
to meet unexpected turns of tem- 
perament and behavior. 


We need all the information we 


can get about children. The experi- 
ence of the experts who write the 
books and do the teaching is most 
valuable.

snread trouble down the centuries. 
They are blamed in part for thi 
ill-feeling today between Hindu* 
and the Mohammedans in India. 


In later years, the Mohammed- 


ans invaded southern India. They 
were beaten back more than once 
but won certain important battles ' 
and became masters of parts of the 
stubborn south. 


'Joday there are sections of India 


where *the Moslem faith is strong- 
er than any other. Some of the mos- 
ques are buildings of beauty. 


The number of Mohammedans in 


India is now about 80,000.000. They 
make up nearly one-quarter of the 
total population.
